2. This amendment clarifies the requirements of independent claim 12 by indicating that 
one side has less antistatic agent than the other side and that the side which as the antistatic 
treatment applied to it is the side that becomes the antistatic rich side. This overcomes the 
pending 35 USC 112 rejection as to the confusion caused by the term "minimal". The 
amendment to claim 12, line 4, corrects a typographical error in the claim.
